Wahiii.toto?(, July 7. — Americana 
tlKhtlng In the Hoer armlca and made 
prlaonera by the Hritlah will have to 
endure their captivity until tho clone 
of the South African war. 

Great Urltain has declined to com- 
ply with the request of thin govern- 
ment to rehutae an American now con- 
fined on the island of Ceylon, and this 
declination will probably prove a Iwr 
to further reprcaentatlona by the state 
department In behalf of Americana 
uiptured aa belligcrenta in South 
Africa. I'he teat case waa that of a 
naturalized American named Morgan, 
who claims residence In Virginia. 

Sir Alfred Milner, the British high 
commlaeloner In South Africa, diaap- 
proves of the release of foreigners who 
fought with the Boers. He has an- 
nounced that a person who serves as 
a belligerent with the Boer forces 
loses Ills nationality and must be 
treated as an enemy. This view is 
concurred in by tho legal offleera of 
the state department. 

The department is satisfied, from in- 
vestigation made by American con- 
suls and the British authorities, that 
all reports that the British are ill- 
treating their prtneuers are without 
foundation. The only hardship that 
Americana captured in South AfricA 
will have to undergo will be that of 
confinement until hostilities cease. 

In order to secure prompt settle- 
ment of claims filed by American dtl* 
zens for personal and property damages 
sustained In South Africa, as a result 
of the actions of the British troops, 
the atate department has officially re- 
quested all claimants to submit memor- 
ials setting forth the facts In connec- 
tion with their claims, which will be 
transmitted through Ambassador 
Choate, to the British claims commis- 
sion, now sitting in l.,ondon. 

The department is in receipt of com- 
plaints from numerous persons, claim- 
ing American nationality, which are 
the basis of claims, but the records are 
not complete and in many^cases the 
citizenship of the claimants is not es- 
tablished. The claims, which submit 
estimates of the damage suffered, 
amount to several hundred thousand 
dollars. The department does not see 
how it will be possible to secure a 
settlement of claims arising out of 
damages following upon acts of the 
Hoer government, aa that government 
has ceased to exist. In the case of 
claims to mining rights, it is possible 
that the British government may allow 
claimants the privilege of recourse to 
the civil courts when they shall have 
been established.

Tli* Ksseatlal Faeta. 

The essential facts will be that a 
radical peer will be exposed to a ma- 
jority verdict from a house repre- 
senting tho old toryism of the prlr- 
eleged classes, and that any member 
answering tho roll eall of the lord 
high steward will be both an unan- 
swered juryman respecting Issuca of 
fact and a judge regarding complex 
questions of divorce law in England 
and in America. The results of so 
remarkable an experiment in crimi- 
nal proceedure can rot be aafeJy fore- 
cast. An abandonment, or at least, 
a reconstruction of the antiquated 
procedure of trial by a privileged jury 
would seem more likely than the sul>- 
stitution of a majority for a unani- 
mous verdict in ordinary criminal 
practice. 

TTie DlToree. 

The Nevada Judge who granted the 
divorce decree to Earl Uusaell has, in- 
deed been instrumental in raising a 
series of questions of exceptional in- 
terest. This is the first issue of tho 
validity of the divorce under Uie 
laws of Nevada and the decisions of 
the United States supreme court. 
There is a fundamental question sf 
the power of any foreign tribunal to 
release an Englishman from the obli- 
gations of marriage contracted in hia 
own Country, und to enable him to re- 
turn to England with another wife. 
There is the issue of privilege, with 
the nnonialous proceedure of trial by 
tho houso of lords vfvheno there is a 
charge of felony against a peer, and 
this is the traditional inberitanco of 
social conditions which hAve been 
transformed by the normal develop- 
ment of political institutions.

Tlve Nevada judge has opened a 
pandora's box for the confusion of the 
privileged order, and for the be- 
wilderment of hair-splitting lawyers. 
The best consolation which the stern 
moralist can find is the hope that the

CLAIMS AGAINST <*UNCL£SAM 



Hy (Jrewt Hrilwin Will Not He Nettled Hy 
Onr*H|«lr<| Arbitration. 

W’asiiixotox, July 7. — Consent to the 
arbitration of British claims against 
the United States will not be given 
by this government until Great Britain 
agrees to the arbitration of American 
claims pending against her. 

This is the decision of the slate de- 
partment upon a request of Great 
Britain that certain claims arising 
out of the expulsion of British sub- 
jects from Hawaii during the royalist 
troubles in those Islands be referred to 
arbitration. 

This government is not, of course, 
opposed to the principle of arbitration. 
Great Britain has, however, consistent- 
ly declined to arbitrate claims pr0 
sented by this government, including 
the Fiji claims, which have greater 
merit than those which resulted from 
the conditions In Hawaii. American 
claims amount to several hundred 
thousand dollars, while those submit- 
ted by Great Britain have a much 
smaller aggregate. 

The department is anxious to clear 
up nil the claims pending Ivetween the 
two governments, and it Great Britain 
will ugec to arbitrate the American 
clalmn the United States will undoubt- 
edly be willing to adopt this course 
with roKpect to British claims.

— This has 
been an awful day for heat, the 
thermometer standing 107 In the shade 
and 132 in the sun. 

The situatiou here is very serious. 
The cotton crop Is not only In jeopardy, 
but the apple and peach crops are 
cooking on the trees. They will amount 
to nothing. 

The worst feature of all Is that the 
little green bugs are appearing In 
many fields of cotton and have begun 
to do serious damage. 

There Is a water famine of the worst 
description, and the leading ranch- 
men say that If It does not rain In a 
few days they will lose heavily, as 
their cattle are suffering severely from 
the excessive heat and dry weather. 

Hot as It is, however, there have 
been r.c proatratluns or deatha re- 
norted.

Buffer from the drying-out process 
that occurs during the hot weather, 
when the ailo is empty. And thia, 1 
think, ia a strong point In favor of 
the frame ailo. I have learned of 
round silos that went to wreck, like 
an old barrel. In the dry weather. In 
the Wiaconain bulletin No. 83 the 
writer says he visited a number of 
stave alios that were badly damaged 
and wrrrked In this drying-out proc- 
esa and by the wind. In my Judg- 
ment this wrecking proceaa would 
he worse in a silo where the staves 
had been spliced, for they must be i 
made weaker in splicing the staves. I
